SENATE. 


WASHEJQTOX, Dec. 32.—In the senate yes- 


terday Mr. Pendleton presented a petition for 
ullowance of a rebate equal to any reduction 
that may be made on tax on tobacco , and Mr. 
Davis one praying for the repeal of all taxes 
on tobacco. 


Mr. Pendlelon said ho had received tele- 


grams from prominent dealers in whisky, ask- 
ing that immediate action be taken upon tlio 
bonded whisky bill. 


Mr. Bayard, from the finance commiitcu, re- 


ported a substitute for Mr. JtcPherson's reso- 
lution in relation to the reduction OL' the to- 
bacco tux. It provides that whenever the tnx 
oa tobacco, snuff and cigars shall be reduced, 
a proportionate 
rebate on tho tax p.iid on 


atock on hand shall bo allowed. 


M.r Morgan gave notice he would offer a:i 


amendment; to tho. re-solulion o:' tho finance 
committee in relation to tlio tax on tobacco 
providing that any rebate allowed i>a in certiii- 
oates to cover future taxation on munnfaelnrud 
spirits or tobacco. 


Mr. S;uim.!ors olferod a rosomrion declaring 


it the sense of the senate that the pre-enipiiur. 
law which allows lauds to bo entered ur pur- 
chased at &i.:J.~> por aero without requiring per- 
manent settlement should 
bu reput-lfi!, :ind 


that hereafter all government lands should bo 
hold and reserved for actual settlement only; 
referred. 


The resolution providing for adjournment 


over the holidays was tuken np and discussed 
at length. 


Mr. Garland offered an amoniimi nt giving 


consent to tho house taking recess, and said hu 
did not think the senate could aiTord to ad- 
journ for so long a time. The amendment 
was rejected—yeas 17, nays ^Ti.
